American labor today presents one of the odd­ 
est ju mbles the American people ev er had to 
tackle. 
At each end there ex ists an ev il so seriou s th a t 
the whole labor field will ev entu ally be dem or­ 
alized if a correctiv e is not soon applied. And in 
the middle there is a v ast bu rden of u nemploy ­ 
m ent which has jarred society almost to its 
fou ndations. 
Strang ely enou g h, this bu rden of u nemploy ­ 
m ent is in some way s the least m enacing of the 
three ev ils. Ev ery body recog nizes it as an ev il, 
and the strong est forces of g ov ernment, priv ate 
indu stry and org anized labor are u niting to meet 
it. Sooner or later it will be lifted. 
It is the distu rbances at the ends of the fine 
th at are really ominou s. 
At one end there is the sweatshop ev il — a 
thing which has its root in hu m an g reed, which 
helps to demoralize labor and indu stry alike and 
which is paid for by those least able to pay ; 
women, children and the ag ed. 
At the other end is an ev il equ ally distu rbing ; 
the racketeer. He has been most activ e in New 
York and Chicag o, bu t m any other cities hav e 
felt his heav y hand. In some instances he has 
taken ov er whole u nion org anizations; in others 
he has chiseled his way in from the ou tside; bu t 
wherev er he operates he has sold ou t the work­ 
ing man, taken tribu te from indu stry and helped 
to raise problems th at will take y ears to settle. 
Pennsy lv ania, so far, has fig u red most prom ­ 
inently in the stories of sweatshops. It is in 
Pennsy lv ania th a t children hav e g one on strike 
ag ainst wag es of $1 to $5 for a 60-hou r week. 
Bu t there are plenty of other states th a t con­ 


tain conditions abou t as bad as any thing to be 
fou nd in Pennsy lv ania. 
Two potent remedies for the sweatshop ev il 
lie at hand; the m inim u m wag e law and the 
child labor am endm ent. Get these two adopted 
and hav e them enforced energ etically and one 
of labor’s — and the nation’s — g reatest h andi­ 
caps wou ld v anish. 
Ag ainst the racketeer the procedu re is not so 
clear. Federal officials in Chicag o are try ing 
to operate v ia the income tax ev asion law; and 
Attorney General Cu mming s is inv estig ating to 
find ou t if the federal g ov ernm ent m ig ht not 
pass new laws to make possible a determ ined 
federal driv e ag ainst racketeers on all fronts. It 
is to be hoped th a t definite action will come ou t 
of this. American labor is u nder three cu rses. 
Unemploy ment is only one of them .

Twenty -sev en y ears ag o nex t 
Septem ber 10, an accident cau sed 
in part by a storm bu t mostly by 
carelessness cau sed the deaths 
of three persons near the power 
hou se, ju st east of the race here. 
The location of the 
power 
hou se necessitated a side track 
from the old C. H. & D. railroad 
to hau l coal and other neces­ 
sities to the power hou se. Ju st 
east of the mill race was a wire 
fence 
enclosing 
the 
railroad 
rig ht of way . The siding ru nning 
sou th of this was the ex tended 
traction siding . 
In placing the g u y pole which 
held the hig h tension wire the 
workmen placed the g u y wire too 
near this wire fence and a bolt 
of lig htning stru ck the 
pole, 
shattered the insu lator and per­ 
m itted the electric flu id to pass 
down the g u y wire to the wire 
fence. 
The fence was hig hly charg ed 
with electricity the nex t m orn­ 
ing when Reu ben B oatrig ht (col­ 
ored) attem pted to cross it and 
was 
killed. 
William 
Pettiford 
(colored) 
started 
to 
remov e 
B oatrig ht when he too fell a 
v ictim of 550 v olts. Elmer Dev er 
ran u ptown and g av e the word. 
Dr. Coleman, Geston P. 
H u nt 
and John F. Joy ce were the first 
to arriv e. 
In the m eantim e the cu rrent 
had been shu t off and H u nt and 
Joy ce in answer to Jam es D 
Glore’s call, ran down the rail­ 
road and discov ered Oliv er Glore 
ly ing near a larg e oak stu m p 
with one hand attached to the 
wire, by a sing le barb. After as­ 
su ring themselv es th a t the wire 
was -dead," they carried 
Mr. 
Glore u p on the rig ht of way , 
straig htened his m u ch contorted 
body and waited for help. In­ 
v estig ation soon rev ealed 
the 
cau se of the accident. 
Mr. Glore had planted a tu rnip 
patch on a v acant plot ou t there 
and as was his cu stom went ou t 
th a t m orning to see it and in 
crossing the fence came in con­ 
tact with the deadly flu id. He 
went a m ercifu l death as he 
su ffered from cancer on the face. 
He was a brother of Jam es D. 
Glore and both had honorable 
records in the Civ il w ar—Jam es 
D., serv ing as first lieu tenant in 
Co. C, 16th Reg t., Volu nteers, u n­ 
til his health failed and he was 
forced to come home. 
Henry and Pete Johnson (col­ 
ored) were both near bu t took 
the road to the g rav el pit, while 
those killed took the short cu t 
to it bu t m et their deaths as 
stated. 
A su it for dam ag es was filed 
on behalf of the colored men 
bu t was settled 
ou t of cou rt, 
while Glore’s family 
accepted 
the traction com pany ’s tender 
to pay all fu neral ex penses in 
fu ll as damag es. 
At one time an electric “belt”

Nothing has ev er 
been dev ised which beats steam 
in handling freig ht, both as a 
safe and easily controlled ag en­ 
cy .

Babel. As m u rder m achines, air­ 
planes, to u s, as a m eans of pro­ 
tection or to repel foreig n inv a­ 
sion are inv alu able, bu t not of 
the Akron ty pe.

We seem 
nev er content with the constru c­ 
tion of m an-serv ing m achinery , 
we ov erdo it, either in qu antity 
or qu ality . 
Speed and mass produ ction hav e 
had as m u ch to do with ou r 
present condition th a t the World 
War. If the labor of this cou ntry 
had been paid on the same basis 
as was paid before the World 
war, by conscription, as were the 
men in the ranks, we wou ld not 
now hav e the v ex atiou s -bonu s” 
qu estion to deal with.
